Support  and  Cooperation.  Those  are  the  two  main  points  the  Selectmen  have  been  working  on  this  past 
year.  Our  department  heads,  most  of  whom  are  volunteers,  need  to  know  the  Selectmen  stand  with  them. 
They  also  need  to  know  they  can  depend  on  each  other  and,  together,  we  can  do  great  things,  such  as: 

Sun  'n  Fun  Program  -  As  a  Mom,  I'm  particularly  proud  of  the  1997  Sun  'n  Fun  Program.  The  counselors 
-  all  18  of  them  -  received  training  prior  to  the  6- week  program,  including  CPR  certification,  basic  first  aid, 
and  behavioral  techniques.  The  comments  received  from  parents  told  us  this  was  a  great  program,  and 
we're  proud  of  those  young  people  and  the  work  they  did. 

Expansion  of  Woodlock  Park  -  There  are  new  ball  fields  at  Woodlock  Park  to  accommodate  the  expanding 
baseball  and  soccer  leagues.  And  we  have  a  new  pavilion-type  building  there  -  with  bathrooms! 

Community  Center  -  Renovations  are  complete  and  the  'old  building'  is  ready  for  enjoyment.  The 
Recreation  Commission  has  some  great  plans  for  this  facility. 

Code  Enforcement  -  The  Selectmen  are  very  pleased  that  Jim  Kirsch  agreed  to  serve  as  Atkinson's  Code 
Enforcement  Officer.  He's  not  only  been  keeping  on  top  of  reported  violations,  he's  continually  on  the 
lookout  for  heretofore  undiscovered  ones.  We're  glad  he's  here. 

Town  Garage  -  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appeared  before  the  Timberlane  School  Board  during  1997,  to 
appeal  -  beg,  really  -  for  an  extension  of  our  time  using  their  Town  Garage  building.  We  were  given  one 
additional  year  which  expires  in  June  of  1998.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  we  will  either  have  to  bring  the 
building  up  to  code  or  tear  it  down.  The  Building  Needs  Committee  has  worked  hard  to  gain  citizen  input 
and  to  prepare  warrant  articles  for  the  1998  Town  Meeting. 

Tax  Rate  -  While  towns  around  us  have  had  continually  increasing  tax  rates,  Atkinson's  rate  went  down 
this  year.  In  1993,  our  tax  rate  was  $20.90.  It  has  never  been  that  'high'  since  then.  On  the  other  hand, 
your  cable  television  bill  has  increased  by  approximately  33  percent.  Electricity,  telephone,  and  food  have 
also  increased. 

Senate  Bill  2  -  1997  was  our  first  year  under  the  ballot-vote  law,  and  it  certainly  was  a  learning  experience 
for  everyone.  Judging  from  the  comments  of  other  towns,  Atkinson  handled  the  new  law  very  well.  The 
1997  legislature  passed  several  amendments  designed  to  correct  the  flaws  of  the  first  law  and  we  will  deal 
as  effectively  with  the  new  version  this  year. 

As  always,  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  our  volunteers.  It's  not  easy  being  a  volunteer.  No  matter  how  hard  a 
volunteer  tries,  or  how  much  time  one  devotes  to  volunteer  affairs,  someone,  somewhere  is  going  to  think 
he  could' ve  done  a  better  job.  We  appreciate  your  dedication  and  admire  your  fortitude. 

When  I  first  ran  for  this  position,  I  wanted  to  ensure  continuity,  consistency,  and  above  all.  Selectmen- 
support  of  our  department  heads  and  their  goals,  hopes,  and  desires.  While  the  Selectmen  manage  the 
'prudential  affairs'  of  the  town,  it's  our  department  heads  who  do  the  work.  These  people  are  friends  and 
they  make  good  things  happen.  It's  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them. 

My  personal  thanks  to  everyone  for  their  support  for  my  family  and  me  during  this  particularly  difficult 
year.

Municipal  Budget  Committee 

The  Budget  Committee  has  recommended  a  town  operating  budget  for  1998  in  the  amount  of 
$2,116,947.00.  This  amount  represents  an  increase  over  the  fiscal  1997  operating  budget  of 
approximately  5.5%. 

Proposed  money  warrant  articles  this  year  total  $925,215.00.  Due  to  a  surplus  in  our  General 
Fund,  the  Selectmen  have  committed  $324,800.00  to  three  articles  relating  to  the  planning  and 
construction  of  the  town  garage,  fire  station  and  library.  This  contribution  of  funds  will  negate  any 
tax  impact  to  the  voters  from  these  projects.  With  this  commitment,  the  budget  committee  has 
recommended  a  total  of  $576,925.00  in  money  warrant  articles,  or  a  net  impact,  after  fund 
contributions,  of  only  $252,125.00 

Operating  budgets  and  warrant  articles  were  presented  at  the  "Deliberative  Session",  February  7th. 
Amended  articles  appear  in  this  book  and  on  the  March  10th  written  ballot. 

The  Budget  Committee  would  like  to  thank  the  department  heads  for  their  cooperation  in  presenting 
budgets  that  reflect  their  actual  costs  of  operation.  As  a  reminder  to  our  voters,  approximately  75% 
of  your  tax  dollar  is  a  function  of  the  school  budget.  We  encourage  you  to  familiarize  yourself  with 
the  Timberlane  School  District  budget.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson  in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs  — 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Dyke  Auditorium  of  Atkinson  Academy  on  Saturday,  the 
seventh  day  of  February  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  deliberate  upon  the  articles  included  in  the 
warrant. 

You  are  also  notified  to  meet  on  Tuesday  the  tenth  day  of  March,  1998,  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  morning 
in  the  Atkinson  Town  Hall,  to  vote  by  official  ballot  on  the  election  of  town  officials  and  on  all  warrant 
articles.  By  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  the  polls  for  the  meeting  will  remain  open  from  8:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  until  8:00  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Article    10-1.       To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  coming  year. 

Article    10-2.       Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  following  amendment  to  the  Atkinson  Zoning  Ordinance  as 
proposed  by  the  Atkinson  Planning  Board?  This  amendment  would  provide  for  the  voluntary  protection  of 
scenic  vistas  and  pronounced  landscapes,  as  defined  and  mapped  in  the  Atkinson  Master  Plan,  by  allowing 
an  increased  density  for  clustered  developments  which  preserve  these  areas. 
Proposed  change  is  as  follows: 

Add  to  Section  500  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  the  following  new  Subsections  505:1  and  505:2  and  add  to 
Section  600  the  following  new  Subsection  600:6c. 

505: 1  Areas  designated  in  the  1980  Master  Plan  as  scenic  vistas  and  pronounced  landscapes  (see  Scenic 
&  Cultural  Map,  page  32  of  the  1980  Master  Plan)  are  needed  to  maintain  the  rural  character  of  the 
community.  The  following  Subsections  are  aimed  at  preserving  these  valuable  assets. 

505:2  Preservation  of  scenic  vistas  and  pronounced  landscapes  in  residentially  zoned  districts  is 
encouraged  by  allowing  an  increase  in  the  density  of  allowable  units  provided,  however,  that  sufficient 
information  has  been  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  during  subdivision  review  to  document  the  adequate 
protection  of  the  vista  or  pronounced  landscape.  (See  Subsection  600:6c) 

600:6c  Cluster  subdivisions  which  are  specifically  designed  to  preserve  scenic  vistas  and  pronounced 
landscapes  (as  designated  in  the  Town's  Master  Plan)  by  not  disturbing  them,  shall  be  entitled  to  compute 
the  number  of  allowed  units  utilizing  soil  based  lot  sizing  as  defined  by  the  Model  Subdivision  Regulations 
for  Soil-Based  Lot  Size,  Volume  II,  June,  1991,  as  prepared  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  soil  based  lot 
size  regulation.  Preservation  of  said  vistas  and  landscapes  is  to  be  accomplished  by  not  allowing  them  to 
be  built  upon  nor  obstructed  in  view  through  protective  or  conservation  easements.  This  does  not  apply  to 
low-moderate  developments,  where  the  low-moderate  incentive  is  utilized.  (See  Subsection  505:2). 

Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
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Article  10-3.  An  amendment  to  the  Zoning  which  would  add  a  new  Article  XI,  Sections  1500:1 
through  1500:12  which  establishes  a  procedure  for  the  collection  and  administration  of  school  impact  fees. 
This  article  is  proposed  pursuant  to  NH  RSA  674:21,  I(m)  as  an  innovative  land  use  control,  and  is 
intended  to  provide  adequate  school  system  capacity  to  accommodate  increasing  public  school  enrollment 
generated  by  new  residential  development  by  assessing  an  equitable  portion  of  the  growth-related  capital 
facility  costs  of  school  capacity  to  the  new  residential  development. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  IMPACT  FEES 

1500:1  AUTHORITY. 

This  Ordinance  is  established  pursuant  to  NH  RSA  674:21, 1(m)  as  an  innovative  land  use  control. 

1500:2  PURPOSE. 

This  Ordinance  is  intended  to: 

A.  Provide  adequate  school  system  capacity  to  accommodate  increasing  public  school  enrollment 
generated  by  new  residential  development  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson; 

B .  Assess  an  equitable  proportion  of  growth-related  capital  facility  costs  of  school  capacity  to  new 
residential  development  in  proportion  to  the  demands  created  by  that  development. 

1500:3  FINDINGS. 

The  voters  of  the  Town  of  Atkinson  have  made  the  following  findings: 

A.  This  Ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  Master  Plan  adopted  by  the  Atkinson  Planning  Board  in  1990. 

B .  This  Ordinance  is  consistent  with  the  Capital  Improvements  Program  prepared  and  adopted  by  the 
Atkinson  Planning  Board  in  1990. 

C.  The  impact  fee  methodology  and  supporting  study  ("Methodology  for  the  Calculation  of  School 
Impact  Fees  in  the  Towns  of  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District",  dated  September  22,  1997, 
prepared  by  Bruce  C.  Mayberry,  Planning  Consultant),  hereafter  referred  to  as  "the  methodology  and 
supporting  study"  are  reasonable,  proportional,  support  this  Article,  and  are  consistent  with  NH  RSA 
674:21,  v.; 

D.  Recent  and  projected  growth  rates  necessitate  an  excessive  expenditure  of  public  funds  in  order  to 
maintain  adequate  facility  standards  and  to  promote  and  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare; 

E.  Each  type  of  residential  development  described  in  the  methodology  and  supporting  study  will  create  a 
need  for  construction,  equipping  or  expansion  of  public  capital  facilities  of  the  District  for  education; 

F .  The  imposition  of  public  school  impact  fees  is  one  of  the  methods  of  insuring  that  public  expenditures 
are  not  excessive  and  that  new  residential  development  supports  a  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of 
public  capital  facilities  necessary  to  accommodate  the  development; 

G .  The  fees  adopted  are  derived  from  and  do  not  exceed  the  costs  of: 

1 .  Providing  additional  public  capital  facilities  for  education  as  necessitated  by  or  benefitting  the  new 
residential  development  from  which  the  fees  were  levied; 

2 .  Compensating  the  Town  of  Atkinson  for  expenditures  made  for  existing  public  education  facilities 
that  were  constructed  or  financed  in  anticipation  of  future  residential  growth. 

H .  This  Ordinance  sets  forth  and  is  based  upon  a  reasonable  methodology  and  analysis  for  determination 
of  the  impact  of  new  residential  development  on  the  need  for  and  costs  of  public  capital  educational 
facilities  in  the  District  and  for  Atkinson,  and  provides  a  rational  nexus  between  the  impacts  of  new 
residential  development  and  the  assessment  of  fees  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance; 
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I.  The  Timberlane  School  District  provides  an  efficient  and  effective  way  for  each  Town  within  the 
District  to  provide  educational  services  for  its  citizens  and  that  combining  their  resources  in  the 
District,  pursuant  to  the  intermunicipal  agreement  and  the  Ordinance,  regardless  of  the  location  of  a 
particular  public  educational  facility,  is  a  reasonable,  efficient  and  effective  way  to  provide  public 
educational  services  to  citizens  of  the  District  and  is  consistent  with  New  Hampshire  law  and  the 
Articles  of  Agreement  of  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District  as  entered  into  (and  amended)  by 
the  Town  of  Atkinson; 

J.  It  is  reasonable,  equitable  and  consistent  with  the  supporting  methodology  that  this  Public  School 
Impact  Fee  Ordinance  apply  to  all  unbuilt  units  in  previously  approved  subdivisions; 

K .  Impact  fees  collected  for  recoupments  meet  the  legal  requirements  for  collection,  are  supported  by  the 
methodology  and  supporting  study,  and  the  amount  is  reasonable. 

1500:4  DEFINITIONS. 

A.  Feepayer:  The  applicant  named  on  the  application  for  a  building  permit  for  any  activity  which  will 
result  in  new  residential  construction  of  any  kind,  or  the  alteration  or  conversion  of  any  structure 
which  results  in  a  net  increase  of  one  or  more  residential  dwelling  units. 

B .  New  Residential  Development:  Any  activity  which  creates  a  net  increase  in  the  number  of 
residential  dwelling  units  within  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  whether  through  new  construction  or 
conversion  of  existing  structures. 

C.  School  Capital  Facilities:  Public  educational  facilities  and  equipment  owned  by  the  Timberlane 
Regional  School  District. 

1500:5  IMPOSITION  OF  SCHOOL  CAPITAL  FACILITIES  IMPACT  FEE. 

A.  Any  applicant  who,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance,  seeks  a  building  permit  for  any  activity 
which  will  create  a  net  increase  in  residential  dwelling  units  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  is  hereby 
required  to  pay  a  school  impact  fee  in  the  manner  and  amount  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance  and  the 
methodology  and  supporting  study  as  referenced  above. 

B.  An  applicant  may  request  from  the  Planning  Board  a  partial  or  full  waiver  of  school  impact  fee 
payments  in  amounts  equal  to  the  value  of  land,  facilities  construction,  or  other  contributions  toward 
school  capital  facilities. 

C .  No  building  permit  for  new  residential  development  requiring  payment  of  a  school  impact  fee  shall  be 
issued  until  the  amount  of  the  school  impact  fee  has  been  determined  by  the  Selectmen  or  their 
assigns. 

D.  An  applicant  undertaking  the  development  of  dwelling  units  for  occupancy  by  persons  age  62  and 
over,  and  only  where  such  occupancy  shall  be  maintained,  through  deed  restrictions,  or  through 
compliance  with  Federal  Programs,  for  a  period  of  at  least  12  years,  may  apply  for  a  waiver  of  school 
impact  fees  otherwise  required  by  this  article. 

1500:6  COMPUTATION  OF  SCHOOL  IMPACT  FEE. 

A.  The  amount  of  the  school  impact  fee  shall  be  determined  by  the  Recommended  Impact  Fee 
Assessment  Schedule  contained  in  the  Methodology  for  the  Calculation  of  School  Impact  Fees  in  the 
Towns  of  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District,  September  22,  1997  (page  27)  which  is  included 
by  reference  as  part  of  this  Ordinance. 
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B .  The  school  impact  fee  methodology  and  supporting  study  including  the  assessment  schedule  may  be 
updated  annually,  subject  to  the  adoption  of  such  changes  by  the  Planning  Board.  Such  updates  may 
provide  for  adjustments  based  upon  the  most  recent  data  available  from  the  U.S.  Census,  local  school 
enrollment  data,  estimates  of  the  number  of  housing  units  in  Atkinson,  property  tax  assessment  data, 
interest  and  discount  rates,  and  current  construction  cost  information. 

C.  In  the  case  of  residential  units  created  by  a  change  of  use,  redevelopment,  or  expansion  or 
modification  of  an  existing  use,  the  school  impact  fee  shall  be  based  upon  the  net  positive  increase  in 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  resulting  from  the  development. 

1500:7  PAYMENT  OF  SCHOOL  IMPACT  FEES. 

No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  for  new  residential  development  until  the  feepayer  has  established  an 
acceptable  schedule  for  payment  of  such  fee  with  the  Town  of  Atkinson.  No  Certificate  of  Occupancy  shall 
be  issued  for  new  residential  development  which  is  subject  to  a  school  impact  fee  assessment  until  such 
time  as  the  fee  is  paid  in  full. 

1500:8  APPEALS. 

A.  Disputes  regarding  the  amount  of  the  school  impact  fee  may  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board, 
provided  that  an  independent  school  impact  fee  calculation  study  for  the  new  residential  development 
is  provided  to  the  Board  for  consideration.  The  Planning  Board  shall  review  the  submitted  study  and 
render  its  decision.  Any  and  all  costs  incurred  by  the  Town  in  the  review  of  such  a  study  shall  be  paid 
by  the  feepayer. 

B .  The  decision  of  the  Planning  Board  may  be  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court  as  provided  by  NH  RSA 
677:15. 

1500:9  ADMINISTRATION  OF  FUNDS  COLLECTED. 

A.  All  school  impact  fees  collected  shall  be  properly  identified  and  promptly  transferred  for  deposit  into  a 
School  Impact  Fee  Account.  This  account  shall  be  considered  a  special  revenue  fund  account,  and 
under  no  circumstances  shall  school  impact  fee  revenues  or  interest  accrued  thereto  be  transferred  into 
the  General  Fund. 

B .  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  school  impact  fee  accounts,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same 
only  upon  written  orders  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  order  the 
release  of  school  impact  fee  accounts  to  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District,  upon  a 
demonstration  by  the  District  that  programmed  expenditures  are  eligible  for  reimbursement  by  school 
impact  fees. 

The  Town  Treasurer  shall  record  and  maintain  the  date,  the  person(s)  making  payment,  and  the  tax 
map  and  lot  reference  number  of  the  property  of  all  school  impact  fees  which  have  been  paid  under 
this  Ordinance  for  a  period  of  no  less  than  six  years  from  the  date  of  payment.  At  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year,  the  Town  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Timberlane 
Regional  School  District,  providing  a  detailed  account  of  all  school  impact  fee  transactions  made 
during  the  year. 

C.  Funds  withdrawn  from  the  School  Impact  Fee  Account  shall  be  used  solely  for  transfer  to  the 
Timberlane  Regional  School  District  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  planning,  design,  construction, 
expansion,  or  equipping  of  public  school  facilities  in  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District.  Impact 
fees  may  be  used  to  reimburse  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District  for  the  value  of  public  school 
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capacity  already  constructed  in  anticipation  of  growth,  or  school  capacity  to  be  developed  in  the  future 
to  meet  the  growth  demands.  Impact  fees  may  also  be  used  by  the  Timberlane  Regional  School 
District  to  pay  debt  service  on  such  bonds  or  similar  debt  instruments,  to  the  extent  that  such 
expenditures  are  related  to  developing  capacity  within  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District. 

1500:10    REFUND  OF  FEES. 

A.  Feepayers  may  apply  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  a  refund  of  the  school  impact  fee,  plus  accrued 
interest,  six  (6)  years  from  the  date  of  collection  of  said  fee.  A  refund  will  only  be  due  if  the 
Timberlane  Regional  School  District  has  failed  to  appropriate  said  fee(s)  on  public  school  facility 
capacity  improvements  as  defined  herein. 

B.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  provide  all  feepayers  of  record  who  are  due  a  refund  of  a 
school  impact  fee,  a  written  notice  of  the  amount  due,  including  accrued  interest. 

1500:11    SCATTERED  AND  PREMATURE  DEVELOPMENT. 

No  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  limit  the  authority  of  the  Atkinson  Planning  Board  to  protect  against 
development  which  is  scattered  and  premature  as  provided  in  NH  RSA  674:36  II;  requires  an  excessive 
expenditure  of  public  funds;  or  is  otherwise  contrary  to  the  Town  of  Atkinson  Zoning  Ordinance, 
Subdivision  Regulations,  or  Site  Development  Plan  Regulations. 

1500:12    REVIEW  OF  FEE  CALCULATIONS. 

The  school  impact  fee  assessment  schedule  contained  in  the  Methodology  for  the  Calculation  of  School 
Impact  Fees  in  the  Towns  of  the  Timberlane  School  District,  September  22,  1997,  shall  be  reviewed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  at  least  once  every  five  years,  and  may  be  periodically 
amended  after  a  public  hearing  of  the  Planning  Board,  although  the  schedule  may  be  amended  no  more 
frequently  than  annually.

Article  10-4.  Shall  the  Town  adopt  the  following  amendment  to  the  Building  Code  Ordinance, 
Section  620  -  Fire  Protecfion,  subsection  620:1,  to  adopt  six  (6)  additional  sections  of  the  1997 
NATIONAL  FIRE  PROTECTION  ASSOCIATION  STANDARDS?  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to 
provide  continued  protection,  welfare  and  safety  to  the  residents  of  Atkinson. 

"All  new  construction  or  alterations  shall  conform  to  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  Codes 
adopted  by  the  Town  in  1978,  with  revision  adopted  in  1996  and  1997  and  with  the  following  additional 
NFPA  Codes: 

NFPA  50 1 :     Manufactured  Housing 

NFPA  430:     Storage  of  Liquid  and  Solid  Oxidizers 

NFPA  432:     Storage  of  Organic  Peroxide  Formulations 

NFPA  497:     Classification  of  Flammable  Liquids,  Gases  or  Vapors  and  of  Hazardous  (Classified) 

Locations  for  Electrical  Installations  in  Chemical  Process  Areas 
NFPA  499:     Classification  of  Combustible  Dusts  and  of  Hazardous  (Classified)  Locations  for 

Electrical  installations  in  Chemical  Process  Areas 
NFPA  1 126:   Use  of  Pyrotechnics  Before  a  Proximate  Audience" 

Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
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Article  10-5.  By  Petition  of  Carol  Grant,  etal:  "The  purpose  of  wetlands  buffer  zones  is  to  protect  the 
integrity  of  our  wetlands.  You  can't  protect  wetlands  if  enviromentally-destructive  activities  are  permitted 
at  their  boundaries.  Buffer  zones  control  building  and  land  uses  which  would  pollute  the  wetlands,  destroy 
the  watershed,  result  in  water  damage  to  homes  or  destroy  wildlife  habitat. 

Septic  systems  are  forbidden  in  buffer  zones  because  septic  leachates  filter  through  the  ground  to  pollute 
ground  and  surface  waters.  Construction  activities  are  forbidden  in  buffer  zones  because  they  cause 
aesthetic  blight,  harmful  run-off,  erosion  and  sedimentation.  Also,  winter  driveway  salt  can  pollute 
wetlands. 

Items  stored  in  garages  and  storage  sheds  such  as  driveway  salt,  paint  thinners,  insecticides,  chlorodane, 
pesticides,  gasoline,  and  other  such  items  are  all  potential  wetlands  contaminates.  Because  garage  and 
storage  sheds  are  usually  attached  to  homes,  these  contaminants  are  covered  by  the  portion  of  the  wetlands 
ordinance  forbidding  buildings  in  wetlands  buffer  zones.  However,  many  developers  are  now  getting 
around  the  wetlands  ordinance  with  new  construction  by  building  DETACHED  garages  in  wetlands  buffer 
zones,  using  as  a  loophold  that  the  wetlands  ordinance  doesn't  specifically  address  DETACHED  garages. 

To  close  this  loophole  and  thus  prevent  contaminants  potentially  stored  in  these  buildings  from 
contaminating  Atkinson  ground  and  surface  water  supplies,  we,  the  undersigned,  petition  the  following 
addition  to  the  Atkinson  Wetlands  Ordinance: 

To  amend  Article  IV,  Section  410:8  -  'Other  Conditions'  by 

•  re-titling  Section  410:8  to  read  'Buffer  Zones' 

•  making  the  existing  text  subsection  'a' 

•  and  by  adding  a  new  subsection  'b'  to  read  as  follows: 

'b.  All  attached  and  detached  residential  or  commercial  garages  shall  be  a  minimum  of  100  feet 
from  the  edge  of  a  wetland.  (This  does  not  apply  to  existing  construction.)'  "

Article  10-6.  By  Petition  of  Meredith  C.  Reynolds,  etal:  "Will  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
land/use  zoning  ordinance: 

'The  land  application  of  septage  containing  disease-causing  bacteria  and  infectious  viruses  and  protozoa; 
the  stockpiling  in  any  form,  and  the  land  spreading  of  Class  B  sewage  sludge  containing  heavy  metals, 
pathogens,  parasites  and  hazardous  organic  chemicals,  is  not  allowed  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  New 
Hampshire.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  facility  owned  and/or  operated  by  the  Town  of  Atkinson 
for  the  disposal  of  sewage/septage/sludge  generated  within  the  Town  of  Atkinson,  New  Hampshire.'?"

Article  10-7.  By  petition  of  Mr.  Thomas  A.  McKinnon  etal:  "Shall  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Atkinson  adopt  the  following  land/use  zoning  ordinance:

Facilities  for  research  and  for  the  manufacture,  assembly,  storage,  distribution  and  serving  of  products  and 
materials.  However,  and  manufacturing  or  industrial  use  shall  be  conducted  solely  within  a  building  or 
buildings.  Products  and  materials  must  be  stored  in  a  fashion  that  prohibits  their  being  seen  from  highways 
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and  streets.  No  fabrication,  processing,  converting,  altering,  dismantling,  chemical  treatment  or  process 
manufacturing,  or  industrial  procedure  shall  be  permitted  which  will  result  in: 

a)  Dissemination  of  noise,  vibration,  odor,  dust,  smoke,  observable  gas  or  fumes  or  other  noxious  or 
toxic  atmospheric  pollutants  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  immediate  site  of  the  building  in  which 
such  use  is  conducted. 

b)  Hazard  of  fire  or  explosion  or  other  physical  hazard  to  any  person,  building  or  vegetation. 

c)  Radiation  or  interference  with  radio  or  television  reception  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  immediate 
site  of  the  building  in  which  such  use  is  conducted. 

d)  A  harmful  discharge  of  waste  materials. 

e)  Unusual  traffic  hazards  or  congestion  due  to  the  type  of  vehicles  required. 

f)  The  flowage  of  waste  into  the  septic  system  that  would  impose  an  unusual  or  abnormal  burden  upon 
the  system  either  because  of  the  amount  or  quality  of  waste. 

g)  Wrecking  and  salvage  yards  automotive  and  vehicle  repair,  storage,  dismantling,  salvage,  sale 
including  trucks,  cars  and  or  construction  equipment. 

h)     Storage  of  heavy  construction  equipment  such  as  shovel  dozers,  bull  dozers,  dump  trucks,  pay 

loaders  and  or  any  other  construction  equipment  outside  of  buildings, 
i)     The  planning  board  must  approve  outdoor  storage  of  any  type  of  equipment.  Storage  must  be 

consistent  with  the  character  of  properties  in  the  district, 
j)      Landscaping  must  be  consistent  with  the  other  properties  in  the  district.  New  applications  for  site  plan 

approval  must  identify  all  plants,  vegetation,  trees  and  shrubs  on  the  site  plan  submitted  for  approval, 
k)     Stock  piling  of  any  construction  material  or  debris  that  shall  have  a  negative  effect  on  the  value  of 

properties  in  the  district.?"  Not  Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 

Article  10-8.  Shall  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  as  an  operating  budget,  not  including 
appropriations  by  special  warrant  articles,  the  amount  set  forth  on  the  budget  posted  with  the  warrant,  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  therein,  totaling  $2,116,947.00?  Should  this  article  be  defeated,  the  operating 
budget  shall  be  $2,005,913.00,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  certain  adjustments  required  by 
previous  action  of  the  town  or  by  law,  or  the  governing  body  may  hold  one  special  meeting  in  accordance 
with  RSA  40: 13,  X  and  XVI,  to  take  up  the  issue  of  a  revised  operating  budget  only.

1 .  Make  application  for  your  building  permits  early!!  Inspectors  are  available  Monday  evenings  -  7  pm  to 
8:30  pm.  Applications  must  be  reviewed  and  signed  by  all  Inspectors  and  some  applications  may  need 
Zoning  Board  review.  This  all  takes  time  so  plan  ahead. 

2 .  Projects  other  than  ordinary  repairs  require  a  permit. 

3 .  Before  Occupancy  Certificates  are  issued  on  all  building  permit  holders,  the  street  numbering  ordinance 
shall  be  complied  with. 

4 .  A  complete  set  of  plans  is  needed  for  all  new  homes/additions/decks/garages  before  a  permit  is  issued.

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Building  Needs  Committee 

The  Building  Needs  Committee  started  the  new  year  seeking  a  solution  to  the  problems  of  relocation  of  the 
Town  Garage,  Fire  Station,  and  expansion  of  the  Library. 

First,  we  compiled  a  survey  questionnaire,  which  was  mailed  to  all  Atkinson  households.  The  committee 
wanted  help  with  opinions  and  suggestions  to  set  the  best  direction  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the  town. 

In  response  to  the  survey,  we  received  a  better  understanding  of  the  voter's  wishes.  We  also  discovered 
the  people  wanted  information  in  the  form  of  newsletters.  Subsequently,  we  have  mailed  two  newsletters 
outlining  the  three  warrant  articles  that  we  are  proposing  this  year. 

Proposed  Article  1:  Town  Garage:  This  addresses  the  need  for  a  new  Public  Works  Garage.  The  present 
garage  was  exchanged  in  1992  for  the  former  Rockwell  School,  which  was  converted  into  an  economical 
new  Police  Station. 

Proposed  Article  2:  Fire  Station:  Our  town  has  grown  from  500  residents  when  the  station  was  built  in 
the  mid  1940's,  to  more  than  5,000  people  to  date.  This  growth  has  caused  a  demand  for  expansion  of 
emergency  services,  fire  department  equipment,  and  training  of  personnel.  Our  proposal  is  to  plan  and 
design  a  suitable  facility  to  meet  these  demands. 

Proposed  Article  3:  Library  Expansion:  Atkinson  is  rapidly  growing.  Now  is  the  time  to  begin  planning 
for  a  cost-effective  expansion  in  the  future. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  answered  our  survey.  We  really 
appreciated  it.  I  also  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  so  hard  with  us,  giving  us  needed 
information. 

All  of  our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  We  encourage  interested  persons  to  attend.

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Cable  TV  Committee 


The  new  Atkinson  Cable  TV  Committee  has  continued  with  the  preparation  necessary  for  negotiating  a 
new  franchise  agreement.  The  Cable  TV  Committee  was  initially  formed  in  mid- 1996  and  consists  of  the 
following  members:  Sanford  Carter,  Chairman;  Victor  Snowdon,  Vice-Chairman;  Armand  Cote;  Richard 
Magoon;  Barbara  Snicer;  Joe  DeRosa,  ex  officio;  and  Erin  Bradley,  Admin. 

Committee  accomplishments  for  1997  include  the  following: 

•  Retained  expert  council  to  assist  with  the  process  of  negotiating  a  new  agreement. 

•  Reviewed  existing  franchise  agreement. 

•  Reviewed  contracts  for  similar  neighboring  towns  in  southern  NH  and  eastern  MA. 

•  Reviewed  the  Tele-Communications  Act  of  1996,  for  its  impact  on  a  new  CATV  agreement. 

•  Met  with  Harron  Comm.  Corp.  to  discuss  current  and  future  cable  offerings. 

•  Reviewed  Harron  Comm.  Corp.  preliminary  proposal  form  for  the  new  franchise. 

•  Solicited  resident  input  twice,  via  the  town  newsletter,  for  suggestions  for  the  new  service  agreement. 

The  current  CATV  franchise  agreement  expires  in  May,  1998.  Negotiation  of  a  new  agreement  is  expected 
to  begin  within  the  first  quarter  of  1998.  It  should  be  noted  the  negotiation  process  for  a  CATV  franchise 
agreement  is  NOT  like  negotiating  the  purchase  of  a  new  car.  Federal  guidelines  define  preparation 
requirements  prior  to  negotiating  a  new  agreement,  as  well  as  the  items  that  can  be  negotiated.  For 
example: 

•  FCC  regulation  controls  Cable  TV  rates,  which  limits  negotiation  by  the  town. 

•  FCC  guidelines  dictate  the  channels  a  Cable  TV  carrier  must  carry;  up  to  30%  of  capacity  is 
designated  'must  carry'  for  certain  local  broadcast  channels. 

Based  on  committee  review  and  input  from  residents,  the  committee  will  focus  on  the  following  major 
services,  among  others,  for  inclusion  in  the  new  contract: 

•  Increased  bandwidth  which  will  provide  more  Channel(s)/Capacity 

•  Increased  reliability  through  an  improved  or  upgraded  system 

•  Possible  internet  access  capability 

We  look  forward  to  negotiating  a  successful  new  contract.  Resident  input  is  still  necessary  and 

requested;  in  fact,  resident  input  is  required  by  regulation  to  support  the  committee's  recommendations 
and  contract  negotiations.  Please  contact  the  Selectmen's  office  at  362-5266  with  your  input. 

In  closing,  the  committee  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  Frank  Kelcourse,  for  his  contribution  and 
direction  as  the  initial  committee  chairman.

The  Atkinson  Conservation  Commission  meets  regularly  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  Atkinson 
Town  Hall  at  7:30  pm.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  any  interested  Atkinson  resident  is  welcome 
to  attend. 

During  this  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission  has  reviewed  several  subdivision  plans  with  potential 
wetlands  impact.  The  process  has  included  plan  review  with  developers,  engineers,  and  environmental 
specialists,  site-walks  of  the  proposed  projects,  and  recommendations  to  the  local  Planning  Board  and 
NH-DES  Wetlands  Bureau.  One  of  the  major  successes  of  this  past  year  is  that,  through  use  of  the  Slade 
Town  Forest  Land  and  Town  Conservation  Land  adjacent  to  the  Woodlock  Recreational  Park,  a  six  mile 
trail  system  is  being  developed  which  connects  two  new  proposed  developments  -  Settler's  Ridge  and 
Wright  Farm  Phase  IL  Parking  for  the  public  access  will  be  located  at  both  town  owned  parcels. 

Doug  Henderson,  as  new  Town  Forester,  has  been  active  in  maintaining  our  town  forest  plan  and 
boundary  markers  of  each  site. 

The  Commission  reviewed  a  three-town  plan  for  cleanup  of  the  Little  River,  which  also  includes  Plaistow 
and  Haverhill  and  is  under  active  management  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  Planning  Commission. 
Commission  member  Gordon  Stone  has  been  active  in  the  town's  Master  Plan  Update  Committee. 

The  Commission  donated  educational  conservation  videos  to  the  Atkinson  Academy,  in  memory  of 
Brittany  Childs. 

The  Commission  encourages  the  townspeople  to  enjoy  and  use  the  town  conservation  lands.  The  lands  and 
trails  are  here  for  your  passive  outdoor  recreational  enjoyment.

This  year  the  members  of  the  Fire  and  Rescue  department  responded  to  over  300  incidents  and  put  in  over 
6,000  hours  in  training  and  continued  education  in  both  fire  and  medical  fields.  Several  members  achieved 
state  cerdfication  levels  in  firefighter  1  and  firefighter  career  level  courses  and  hazardous  materials 
responses.  Medical  personnel  also  continued  to  strive  to  be  the  best  by  getting  certified  as  emergency 
medical  technicians,  and  continuing  education  in  air  and  blood-born  pathogens  and  several  other  related 
courses.  Members  have  unselfishly  taken  time  from  their  busy  schedules  and  families  to  continue  to 
educate  themselves  to  be  completely  prepared  and  qualified  to  respond  to  the  emergencies  that  may  arise 
throughout  the  year.  Their  dedication  is  to  be  commended. 

The  inspection  department  has  been  very  busy  due  to  the  growth  of  the  town  within  the  past  several  years 
and  are  anticipating  another  busy  schedule  this  year.  Inspectors  Barley  and  Weymouth  continue  to  devote 
many  hours  to  maintaining  a  code  enforcement  program  that  assures  residents  that  regulations  will  be 
followed  and  the  safety  of  residents  remains  our  top  priority  in  new  and  existing  buildings  within  the 
town.  Since  the  ordinance  for  house  numbering  was  passed  in  1995  many  of  you  have  followed  these 
regulations  and  properly  numbered  your  homes.  However,  some  residences  remain  unnumbered.  It  is  very 
important  to  all  emergency  responders  that  we  find  you  quickly  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  So  please 
find  the  time  to  correctly  number  your  residence  where  responders  can  see  it  plainly.  Your  life,  or  the  life 
of  a  loved  one  may  depend  on  it. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  plans  for  a  new  facility.  Our  aging  station  has  become  inadequate  to 
efficiently  serve  the  needs  of  the  community.  The  quick  response  of  emergency  personnel  is  compromised 
in  many  situations  throughout  the  station.  The  replacement  of  the  existing  facility  is  not  a  new  concept.  It 
has  been  in  the  planning  stages  for  several  years.  We  have  patiently  waited  for  the  town  hall  bond  to  be 
paid  off,  the  new  police  station  to  be  on  line  and  the  town  garage  to  be  replaced.  Your  support  for  the 
planning  monies  this  year  will  be  gratefully  appreciated,  so  we  can  continue  to  move  forward  in  the  future 
replacement  of  our  aging  station. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  of  the  fire  department  for  their  devotion  to  the  saving  of 
life  and  property  throughout  the  community,  to  the  members  of  the  town  government  for  their  continued 
support  and  to  the  residents  that  continue  to  support  the  fire/rescue  department  with  their  letters  and 
donations  that  we  receive.

"Change"  was  the  key  word  for  1997.  In  October  Joe  Rodio  left  for  a  new  position,  and  Gregory  T.  Sauer 
became  our  new  director.  Trustee  Debby  Byers  resigned  in  September  when  her  family  relocated;  Thea 
Valvanis  was  sworn  in  to  complete  Debby's  term.  Taistee  Jane  Jones  resigned  in  November  due  to  serious 
illness. 

In  spite  of  mailings  by  the  Friends,  public  relations  and  information  from  the  library,  and  publicity  from 
the  Building  Needs  Committee  and  Town  Hall,  the  voters  turned  down  the  proposed  Dow  Common 
project,  which  also  axed  our  library  expansion  plan.  Much  energy  has  been  devoted  to  planning  for  this 
year's  election,  which  will  hopefully  allow  the  Down  Common  project  to  begin. 

We  purchased  three  new  computers  with  a  federal  grant.  We  hope  to  offer  Internet  access  soon.  The  Ruth 
Campbell  Trust  supplied  New  England  Aquarium  passes,  purchased  large-print  books  and  contributed  to 
educational  and  cultural  programming  for  adults  and  children.  The  children's  summer  reading  program, 
"Take  Me  to  Your  Reader",  was  quite  popular.  Upon  suggestions  from  patrons,  new  program  ideas  may 
blossom  in  1998.  The  Friends  sponsored  passes  to  the  Children's  Museum  in  Boston,  as  well  as  several 
very  well-received  programs  for  adults.  The  third  annual  Chocolate  Tasting  Festival  was  delicious!  The 
Friends  continue  to  build  community  awareness  for  KPL. 

Circulation  enjoyed  an  overall  increase;  April  being  the  second  highest  one-month  count,  ever.  KPL's 
strong  identity  as  a  multi-faceted  repository  of  ideas  continues.  The  number  of  card-carrying  patrons  has 
increased  by  30  percent  since  1994.  To  keep  pace  with  patrons'  requests  as  well  as  keep  current,  the 
materials  collection  has  also  grown.  We  have  more  music  CD's  and  tapes;  CD  ROM  products  are  now 
available  for  borrowing.

During  1997  we  experienced  an  increase  in  vandalism.  Almost  all  of  these  calls  were  for  subjects 
destroying  mail  boxes.  House  breaks  were  kept  to  the  same  level  as  in  1996.  The  crime  rate  in  Atkinson 
has  not  escalated  as  it  has  in  some  communities.  This  can  be  attributed  to  "Preventive  Maintenance 
Patrols".  During  the  daytime  hours  I  have  provided  extra  patrols  that  stay  just  in  the  neighborhoods.  By 
being  extremely  visible,  I  believe  that  this  has  reduced  our  daytime  crime.  We  did  have  one  of  our  most 
despicable  crimes  committed  during  1997.  Two  subjects  who  were  upset  with  their  employer,  decided  to 
leave  him  a  message.  They  decapitated  a  cat  and  left  it  on  his  business  vehicle.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  our 
department  was  able  to  apprehend  the  subjects  responsible  for  this  horrendous  crime.

In  1997  the  Police  Department  received  a  total  of  17,939  incoming  calls. 

One  of  the  areas  of  great  concern  is  domestic  violence.  This  has  not  only  been  the  area  that  has  shown  a 
significant  increase  but  also  the  area  that  is  the  most  dangerous  for  our  officers.  At  times  we  feel  helpless 
in  trying  to  settle  these  family  disputes.  State  law  mandates  how  we  will  handle  this  type  of  complaint  and 
at  times  we  do  not  have  the  option  of  just  letting  the  parties  involved  work  out  their  differences  without 
police  intervention. 

In  May  of  1997  the  Police  Department  sponsored  its  second  big-band  concert  for  our  seniors.  Held  at  the 
Atkinson  Academy,  over  170  seniors  attended.  We  had  a  13-piece  orchestra  perform  and  all  who  came  had 
a  great  time.  We  are  planning  another  concert  for  1998.  We  also  conducted  our  fourth  annual  senior  citizen 
flu  shot  clinic  and  had  over  220  seniors  attend. 

During  1997  we  received  a  federal  grant  allowing  us  to  hire  our  fourth  full-time  officer.  This  grant  will  pay 
for  75%  of  this  officer's  annual  salary  for  the  next  three  years.  Also  during  1997  Cpl.  John  Tetreault  left 
our  department,  joined  the  International  Police  Force,  and  is  now  stationed  in  Bosnia.  Cpl.  Tetreault  was 
also  our  D.A.R.E.  officer.  Sgt.  John  Daniels  will  now  fill  that  position;  he  has  completed  his  training  with 
the  N.H.  State  Police  and  is  now  certified  as  a  D.A.R.E.  instructor. 

I  have  in  the  past  and  will  continue  in  the  future  to  make  myself  available  in  any  Atkinson  resident.  I  can 
be  reached  through  the  Police  Department  at  362-4001  or  at  my  home  at  362-5627.  All  members  of  the 
Police  Department  are  dedicated  to  providing  the  residents  of  Atkinson  with  the  most  efficient  and 
professional  Police  service  possible.  Please  drive  defensively,  love  and  respect  thy  neighbor,  and  make 
1998  a  safe,  memorable,  and  enjoyable  year.

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Department,  the  Fire  Department,  the  Ambulance  service  and 
especially  the  volunteers  -  not  only  from  our  town,  but  from  other  communities  too  -  for  their  valued 
assistance.  They  helped  keep  dogs  out  of  the  collections  area,  baby-sat  small  children,  kept  cars  moving 
and  generally  made  the  day  the  success  that  it  was. 

We  ask  all  of  you  to  continue  to  support  the  regional  household  hazardous  waste  collection  program  each 
year.  The  1998  collection  will  be  hosted  in  Chester,  NH.  The  date  and  location  will  be  announced  when 
arrangements  are  complete.  It  is  important  to  continue  the  once-a-year  endeavor  in  order  to  dispose  of 
hazardous  materials  in  a  legal  and  profession  manner  and  to  help  keep  our  environment  clean.

(Southeastern  N.H.  Hazardous  Materials  Mutual  Aid  District) 

The  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Hazardous  Materials  Mutual  Aid  District  is  organized  as  a  regional 
solution  to  the  hazardous  materials  incidents,  both  with  training  and  equipment.  The  14  communities  that 
comprise  the  district  are:  Atkinson,  Auburn,  Chester,  Danville,  Derry,  East  Derr>',  Hampstead,  Hooksett, 
Litchfield,  Londonderry,  Pelham,  Plaistow,  Salem  and  Windham. 

The  District  is  managed  by  an  Operations  Committee,  consisting  of  a  Chief  Officer  from  each  member 
community,  who  carries  out  the  day-to-day  business  of  the  organization;  and  a  Board  of  Directors, 
consisting  of  an  elected  or  appointed  member  of  municipal  government  in  each  community,  who  provide 
oversight  and  fiscal  management. 

District  resources  include  two  response  trailers,  equipped  with  generators,  oil  spill  and  decontamination 
equipment,  and  chemical  reference  material.  The  District  also  owns  a  response  truck  equipped  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  trailers.  Equipment  upgrades  to  the  Derry  Fire  Department  Special  Services  Vehicle  and  the 
Pelham  Fire  Department  Rescue  Truck  enable  these  vehicles  to  function  as  mobile  command  posts, 
complete  with  computerized  reference  software,  as  well  as  radio,  fax  and  cellular  communications.  The 
District  trailers  and  truck  are  strategically  located  to  respond  to  any  community  requesting  them.  New  is  a 
trailer  located  in  Londonderry,  equipped  with  mass  casualty  supplies,  which  is  available  to  respond  to  any 
member  community. 

Since  the  incident  command  system  is  mandated  by  law  at  a  hazardous  materials  incident,  the  District  has 
devised  an  on-call  notification  system  whereby  a  member  community  may  request  Chief  Officers  from 
member  communities  to  staff  positions  in  the  incident  command  system. 

Six  technician  team  leaders,  and  twenty  four  team  members  are  now  on-call  to  respond  to  member 
communities,  to  conduct  research,  advise  the  incident  commander  on  control  activities  and  safety,  and  fill 
incident  command  system  staff  positions.  They  also  assist  member  communities  with  planning,  since  the 
District  has  been  recognized  as  a  regional  Local  Emergency  Planning  Committee,  to  comply  with  SARA 
Title  III  of  the  federal  regulations  governing  hazardous  materials.  This  allows  the  District  to  be  eligible  for 
Emergency  Management  Assistance  funding. 

On  October  1,  the  District's  Level  "B"  hazardous  materials  response  team  became  operational;  the  members 
of  which  are  on-call  to  respond  to  any  member  community  to  assist  with  control  activities  at  a  hazardous 
material  incident.  The  next  goal  to  be  accomplished  is  the  movement  of  the  response  team  from  Level  "B" 
to  Level  "A",  the  highest  level  of  control  activity  at  an  incident. 

The  District  has  and  will  continue  to  move  forward  to  meet  our  original  goal:  To  provide  the  most  cost 
effective  manner  of  responding  to  a  hazardous  materials  incident.
